He has commenced 
an Episcopal service there, and talks of 
opening an English school for Hawaiian 
children, and half-castes of that neighbor- 
hood. I am sorry to add, that I. have it 
from a physician who resided at Wailuku, 
that Mr, Whipple admits freely that he bas 
come out to be connected with Mr. Staley ; 
defends the Bishop from the charge of 
falsehood and slander, and takes ground 
against our mission. There is something: 
in the movements of this Mr. Whipple 
that is unaccountable. I will tell you more 
of him when more is known. You can 
easily see, that I feel no little solicitude for 
Wailuku station, as I occupied it from 1832

CnicaGo, April 26.—The ‘Senate on Monday, 
passed the bill concerning lands granted to the 
State of Nevada, which confirms the appropria- 
‘tion for educational purposes, of 500,000 acres 
granted for internal improvements. It grants 
land equal to seventy-two entire sections, for the 
establishment of a University, and allows the pro- 
ceeds of the Agricultural College lands for teach- 
ing the theory and practice of mining. It creates 
the office of Surveyor-General for Nevada, with a 
salary of $3,000, and directs that in all surveys of 
public lands, lines may be varied from a rectangu- 
‘lar form, to suit the circumstances of the country, 
‘but all lands valuable for mines shall be reserved 
‘from sale, and that until the State of Nevada 
hall have received her full quota of lands, the 
public lands of that State shall not be subject to 
entry or sale, except under the Homestead law, 
‘but shall be reserved exclusively for entry and 
sale by said State. 


— In the House, Kasson, of Iowa, offered a res- 
olution which was adopted, requesting the Presi- 
dent to,cause to be furnished to the House a col- 
lection of the provisions relating to freedmen in 
the constitutions and laws ef the Southern States. 


— The Senate had a very lengthy debate on the 
power of the President to fill vacancies which may 
exist upon the adjournment of Congress, caused 
by the failure of the Senate to confirm them. Dur- 
ing the debate, Mr. Trumbull incidentally spoke of 
a nine month’s session. Mr. Hendricks asked if 
they had ‘got to stay there nine months? Mr. 
Trumbull said he was speaking of a hypothetical 
case, for Congress had sometimes sat nine de: sate

— The New York Freeman’s Journal, a pro- 
southern sheet, says that the ex-rebel colony at 
Cordova, under the auspices of Sterling Price, 
and which ‘‘has been there half a year, have not 
gathered nor planted one ear of corn, or one bean- 
stalk.” It adds tearfully, that this same colony, 
“ with its confederate exiles, is under an Imperial 
Prefect of the Department of Cordova, who is a 
buck negro.” 


— Speaker Colfax presented the report of the 
Superintendent .of Public Buildings, stating that 
he had caused the escutcheons of West Virginia 
and Nevada to be painted on sits panels over the 
hall of the House. 


— Madame Juarez, wife of President Juarez, of 
the Mexican Republic, has arrived in Washington, | 
and is the guest of Senor Romero. 


— The Commissioner of Customs, a day or two 
since, received a report from a custom house offi- 
cer stationed on the St. Lawrence River, to the ef- 
fect that a party of smugglers had succeeded in 


laying pipes et the bottom of the St. Lawrence, 
through which they are engaged in. pumping liquor} 


from Canada into the United States. 


— Investigations into the nature of the potato 
rot, have brought to light the fact that it is created 
by insects imperceptible to the eye, but innumera- 
ble in quantity, which lay their eggs in the stem 
and send the virus down to the root. A little 
black speck, the size of a pin head, under the mi- 
croscope, turns out to be full two hundred ferocious 
animals of the beetle form and shape. A remedy 
is said to have been discovered. 


— The new iron bridge crossing the Ohio River 
at Steubenville, is completed, and trains cross reg- 
ularly. This road is called the Great Pan Handle 
route, and connects with the Pennsylvania Central 
Railroad to Pittsburgh, and from Harrisburgh to 
New York via the Allentown route. By this route 
there are only two changes of cars between Chi- 
cago and New York. 


— An- effort is to be made in the Senate to class- 
ify the auditors who visit the galleries.

Some weeks ago the House, by a decided vote, re- 
fused to give the use of the Hall for society cele- 
brations, and to-day the Senate, upon the applica- 
tion-of Mrs. M. C. Welling,‘a Texas refugee, for 
the use of the Senate Chamber for a lecture on 
Tuesday evening next, refused to entertain her 
motion, the Senators generally expressifig their 
disapproval of granting such privileges.

Prof. Wood's Lecture on Botany at Santa 


The lecture promised last week was de- 
livered Monday evening in the Methodist 
church toa large and interested audience, 
who contributed liberally to defray expen- 
ses afterwards, although the lecture was 
free. The-following is a brief synopsis of 
the lecture; we regret that space forbids 

iving it a more extended notice : 

With the assistance of a few diagrams, 
hastily drawn for the occasiqn, the Profes- 
sor explained the broad principles upon 
which the science of botany is founded, or 
what may be called its mathematical basis. 
The simplest forms of vegetation, such as 
seaweeds, mushrooms, lichens, etc., were. 
shown to be composed entirely of a cellular 
tissue, without fibres, and in the “ red snow,” 
as it is called, a fungus growth found on 
the perpetual snow in the arctic regions, and 
summits of the Sierra Nevada, these micro-: 
scopic cells each constitute an entire plant 
of a blood red color. The growth of this 
cellular tissue was shown to occur by the 
development of many cells within each first 
cell,so that it is soon burst by them.’ 
| In the next highest class of plants—the 
ferns, wood-mosses, etc.—the cells are 
lengthened into cylinders, and strengthened |} 
by fibrous rings at intervals. Some of the 
ferns, in the} tropics, become small trees. 
‘Like the classes below, they have no flow- 
ers, and their seeds are like microscopic 
dust growing on the leaves, or attached to 
them. | 

Above all these in rank are the flowering 
plants, which show superiority even in their 
microscopic structure, for we.find the cells 
bound together and strengthened by spiral 
elastic fibres;and the whole of their parts 
more complex. Two grand divisions of 
them are made—the ndogens, in which | 

the fibres of annual growth penetrate from 
«above downwards through the stem, (of 
which the grasses, bamboo, and palm, are 
examples,) and the higher Hxogens, whose 
annual growth is by rings on the outside of 
the stem, but under the bark, as in our or- 
dinary trees. These two divisions of plants 


correspond even to the visible structure of 


their seeds, as was shown by the single seed 
of the wheat, and théxdouble form of that 
of the locust tree, and other beans. 

The Professor then illustrated the botan- 
ical idea of a perfect flower, which would be 
composed of four series of rings, each of 
which consists of five equal parts, and 
called this the Divine idea or plan, by mod- 
‘ifications of which the vast variety of floral 
forms are produced. In some, the number 
in one of the series is diminished, in others 
increased, doubled, or multiplied, or the se- 
pals or petals are consolidated or unequaled 
in size and form, or the several series are 

‘more or less joined together, but the botan- 
ist still sees the original plan under all its 
disguises, and classifies accordingly. 

From the large assortment of boqucts 
furnished by the ladies, and from wild flow- 
ers collected for the occasion, he selected 
inStances of these modifications, and sHtowed 

that the flax blossom comes nearest to the 
perfect type, while the family of plants con- 
taining the modest buttercup and gaudy

He then spoke of the characteristics of i, 


the California flora, where,on account of 
the dry season, annuals form a very large 
proportion of the flowers in the plains, and 
as they have but one year to live, hurry 
through with their flowering all together, 
thus clothing the fields) with various. y 
colors, as-they~bloom successively. -The 
woods and mountains produce more per- 
ennials, which have plenty of time to 
‘grow, and therefore are less preteens in flow- 
ering. . 

He said he had collected in San Diego 
county, which might be called the treeless 
county ; then in Los Angeles; the county 
of grapes; in San Bernardino; the peach 
‘county; in-Saf Lais Obispo, the county of 
rolling hills ; -in. Monterey, the county of 

‘ pines; and from the contrast shown in the 
beautiful groves of Sanfa Cruz to the bar- 
ren “hills southward, he would ‘call this the 
forest county. 

He had found plants among the pasture. 
grasses of this State, which were consider- 
ed great curiosities in the East, though some 
of them, such as the _bur-clover, alfilarea, 

and wild oats, were. probably brought. from 

_ Europe by the Spaniards two or three cen- 
turies ago. 

* Finally, he stated that he had come here 
at his own expense, to collect materials for 
a school botany of this coast, like that so 
long used extensively in Easterm colleges, 
and although he found that the State Legis-, 
lature had authorized a Botanical Report 
as one of the works of the Geological Sur- 
wey, (which i is now being prepared by Prof. 
Brewer, in. Yale College,) still slant would 
not be a school book, nor elementary enough | 
for the general student. He. expected to 
ccedperate with Prof. Brewer, and other. 
botanists, and had engaged the assistance of 
several liberal minded ‘persons in various 

_ southern towns to collect such specimens as 
should flower at laterseasons.
